'Others discussed plans for 

the assassination. ; . 

The clandestine/ meeting I 
was attended by Oswald, at 
least one Commuhist party 
member from Texas and a 
woman, among others. ' i 
Oswald and another -young ' 

* man planned to kill Kennedy 
in Atlanta. That was. their ; 
first choice. 
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JFK in Georgia fell apart in 
October when Defense Secre- 
tary Robert McNamara be- 
came a last-minute 
substitute to speak for the 
president. Kennedy canceled 
his Atlanta appearance be- 
cause of a throat ailment. ; 

" Otherwise, the tragedy 
that occurred in Dallas on 
Nov. 22; 1963, might have 
happened a month earlier in

Through its bugging ef- 
forts and inside, the 

embassles^tHir CIA also 
learned th4t Oswald became 
“outraged** by the refusal of 
embassy officials to grant 
him an entry visa into Cuba 
and that a heated verbal ex- 
change occurred inside the 
Cuban embassy. 
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^ CIA agents also bad photo- 
graphs of Oswald at the em-
